On Wednesday,watchful fish¬ 
ermen at Hadicurari Center 
gave a warning that they have 
caught another Lionfish. 
Francisco Franken, who is in 
charge of the center and, to¬ 
gether with the Coastal Ma¬ 
nagement Zone of Santa 
Rosa, coordinates all infor¬ 
mation and material on this 
species, immediately went to 
meet the fishermen to gather 
information on the location, 
depth, temperature and habi¬ 
tat of this invasive fish. 

All fishermen, scuba divers 
and divers are requested to 
pay extra attention for this 
fish, the Pacific Lionfish or 
Red Lionfish which is becom¬ 
ing a menace for our waters. 

If any one sees this fish, 
please advice the Hadicurari 
Center at tel. 586-6610. Try 
to mark the location either 
with a red ribbon or a piece of 
cork or foam in order to be 
able to get back there with the 
necessary equipment to catch 
the fish. Try to catch it or kill 
it, but be careful for its ven¬ 
omous spines. It can be 
caught using two net, but it is 
preferable to advice the 
above mentioned instances. 
Maybe it is not possible to 
eliminate the Lionfish com¬ 
pletely because of the depth 
of its habitat, but by killing 
them their reproduction can 
be controlled. 

The Lionfish is one of the 
most venomous fish on the 
ocean floor. Lionfish have 
venomous dorsal spines that 
are used purely for defense. 


When threatened, the fish 
often faces its attacker in an 
upside down posture which 
brings its spines to bear. How¬ 
ever, a lionfish's sting is usu¬ 
ally not fatal to humans. If a 
human is envenomed, that 
person will experience ex¬ 
treme pain, and possibly head¬ 
aches, vomiting, and 
breathing difficulties. A com¬ 
mon treatment is soaking the 
afflicted area in hot water, as 
very few hospitals carry spe¬ 
cific treatments. However, im¬ 
mediate emergency medical 
treatment is still advised, as 
some people are more suscep¬ 
tible to the venom than others. 

Lionfish are voracious 
predators. They do not use 
their spines to capture prey; 
only for protection from their 
own predators. When hunt¬ 
ing, they corner prey using 
their large fins and then use 
their quick reflexes to swal¬ 
low the prey whole. They 
hunt primarily from late af¬ 
ternoon to dawn. 

The Lionfish have very 
few natural predators, but the 
grouper and other fish have 
been found with Lionfish re¬ 
mains in their stomachs. It 
lives on coral reefs between 
10 to 175 meter deep waters 
and can grow to a length of 45 
cm. It reproduces very fast.

Bangkok in flames after army storms Chavez: Dissident party 
protest camp has joined opposition 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 
Buildings blazed across central 
Bangkok early today, torched 
by rioters after army troops 
routed anti-government pro¬ 
testers to end a two-month 
siege — Thailand’s deadliest 
political violence in nearly 20 
years. 

The government quelled 
most of the violence in 
Bangkok but not the underly¬ 
ing political divisions that 
caused it, and unrest spread to 
northern parts of Thailand. 

Prime Minister Abhisit Ve- 
jjajiva imposed a nighttime 
curfew in the capital and 23 
other provinces and said his 
government would restore 
calm. Although leaders of the 
Red Shirt demonstrators sur¬ 
rendered, sporadic clashes be- 

Kagan hearings 
start in June 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
chairman moved quickly yes¬ 
terday to advance Supreme 
Court nominee Elena Kagan 
down a so-far smooth road to 
confirmation, setting hearings 
for June 28. 

Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., 
said the schedule should allow 
the hearings to be completed 
before senators leave for a 
weeklong break in early July. 
In announcing it, Leahy was 
seizing the momentum build¬ 
ing behind Kagan's nomination 
just over a week after President 
Barack Obama selected her to 
succeed retiring Justice John 
Paul Stevens. 

"I would urge everybody to 
come to the hearing with an 
open mind, listen to her an¬ 
swers to those questions, and 
we will make sure that every 
senator — both sides of the 
aisle — has ample time to ask 
the questions they want," 
Leahy said.

PARIS, France (AP) - One 
runs her own company, an¬ 
other is a housewife and a 
third, a divorcee, raises her 
children by herself. Like 
nearly 2,000 other Muslim 
women who freely wear face¬ 
covering veils anywhere in 
France, their lives will soon 
change and they are worried. 

Yesterday, French Justice 
Minister Michele Alliot-Marie 
presented a draft law to the 
Cabinet banning Muslim veils 
that cover the face, the first 
formal step in a process to for¬ 
bid such attire in all public 
places in France. It calls for 
euro 150 ($185) fines and, in 
some cases, citizenship classes 
for women who run afoul of 
the law. 

The measure notably cre¬ 
ates a new offense, "inciting to 
hide the face," and anyone 
convicted of forcing a woman 
to wear such a veil risks a year 
in prison and a euro 15,000 
($18,555) fine, according to a 
copy of the text. 


least 74 people — mostly civil¬ 
ians — have been killed and 
nearly 1,800 wounded. Of 
those, 45 people have died in 
clashes that started May 13 
after the army tried to blockade 
their 1-square-mile (3-square- 
kilometer) camp. 

While many of the rioters 
were believed to be members 
of the Red Shirts and their 
sympathizers, there was also 
an element of criminals and 
young hoodlums involved in 
the mayhem in the city of 10 
million people. 

The protest and violence in 
one of Southeast Asia's most 
stable countries has damaged 
its economy and tourism in¬ 
dustry. 


"Citizenship should be ex¬ 
perienced with an uncovered 
face," President Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy told the Cabinet meeting, 
in remarks released by his of¬ 
fice. "There can be no other so¬ 
lution but a ban in all public 
places." 

Although the Interior Mi¬ 
nistry estimates there are only 
1,900 women in France who 
cover their faces with veils, the 
planned law would be another 
defining moment for Islam 
here as the nation tries to bring 
its Muslim population — at 
least 5 million, the largest in 
western Europe — into the 
mainstream, even by force of 
law. 

The bill is to go before par¬ 
liament in July, and despite the 
acrimonious debate that is sure 
to come, there is little doubt 
the measure will become law. 
Sarkozy, who says such veils 
oppress women, wants a law 
banning them on the books as 
soon as possible. 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - 
President Hugo Chavez lashed 
out yesterday at former politi¬ 
cal allies who have distanced 
themselves from him, accusing 
them of joining Venezuela's 
opposition ahead of September 
congressional elections. 

Chavez harshly criticized 
Fatherland For All, a leftist 
party that had traditionally 
supported the president's so¬ 
cialist government, calling its 
leaders "traitors" and predic¬ 
ting its candidates will be de¬ 
feated in the Sept. 26 vote. 

"They are allied with the 
right wing," Chavez said, 
speaking to members of his 
ruling party. "The reformists 
can stay behind. Here we have 
true revolutionaries." 

The falling out between 
Chavez and Fatherland For All 
began months ago. But the 
breakup appeared definitive 
yesterday after Chavez con¬ 
demned the party's decision to 
not form an alliance with his 
Unified Socialist Party of 
Venezuela ahead of the elec¬ 


tions. 

Chavez also seemed irri¬ 
tated by the party's criticism of 
what it called his uncompro¬ 
mising attitude and authorita¬ 
rian tendencies. 

The split is significant be¬ 
cause it could divide the pro- 
Chavez vote in some regions, 
political analysts have said. 

Chavez has repeatedly 
warned his allies that an oppo¬ 
sition victory in September's 
elections would be a devasta¬ 
ting blow to his efforts to 
transform Venezuela into a so¬ 
cialist state, because adver¬ 
saries could veto bills pro¬ 
posed by his party. 

The president's supporters 
currently have an unbeatable 
majority in the National As¬ 
sembly after most opposition 
parties boycotted Venezuela's 
last legislative elections in 
2005. 

The opposition is compe¬ 
ting this time, though, and 
aims to field a single candidate 
for each seat up for grabs.

And — on the conservative 
blogosphere — is she a secret 
Islamist extremist? 

Fakih, a Lebanese immi¬ 
grant from Dearborn, Michi¬ 
gan who was raised in both the 
Christian and Muslim faiths, is 
clearly no fundamentalist. 

But her willingness to pa¬ 
rade around in a microscopic 
bikini on national television 
did not stop conservative blog¬ 
ger Debbie Schlussel from in¬ 
sisting that Fakih was a radical 
because she shares her family 
name with some officials in 
Hezbollah, the militant Leba¬ 
nese Shiite Muslim group 
which Washington lists as a 
terrorist organization. 

Hours after Fakih's Las 
Vegas win Sunday night, the 
ill-sourced and illogical rumor 


coming a sug¬ 
gested search 
term on Google. 

The idea is 
"ludicrous," said 
Magnus 
Ranstorp, a 
Swedish politi¬ 
cal scientist and 
one of the 
world's leading 
experts on 

Hezbollah. 

"She would 
be flogged if she 
showed up in 
any of Hezbol¬ 
lah's neighbor¬ 
hoods in Bei¬ 
rut," Ranstorp 
said.

The EU Commission said 
that the companies, mostly 
non-European, rigged the 
market between 1998 and 
2002 by sharing secret infor¬ 
mation which allowed them 
to set prices and quotations 
for Dynamic Random Access 
Memory chips in Europe. 

Samsung of South Korea 
received the biggest fine of 
eurol45 million ($177 mil¬ 
lion). Germany's Infineon 
was fined euro56 million and 
Hynix euro51 million. Mi¬ 
cron escaped a fine because it 
brought the case to the Euro¬ 
pean Commission.

Apple Fixes 30 
Security Holes, 
including an 
ancient One 

Apple has released new ver¬ 
sions of Java fixing a total of 
30 vulnerabilities, the oldest 
of which is well over a year 
old. 

Java for Mac OS X 10.5 
Update 7 and Java for Mac OS 
X 10.6 Update 2 are both avail¬ 
able for download from Soft¬ 
ware Updates and other usual 
channels. The 10.5 update 
fixes vulnerabilities in both 
Java 1.6.017 and Java 
1.5.0 22. Oracle (formerly 
Sun) updates Java on Windows 
and UNIX-variants directly, 
but Apple issues their own ver¬ 
sion of Java and updates to it 
based on code from Oracle. 

Apple does not, for the 
most part, break down de¬ 
scriptions of the vulnerabili¬ 
ties, although it should be 
possible to determine them 
through CVE numbers. Most 
are put under a single de¬ 
scription of multiple vulnera¬ 
bilities that can have dire 
consequences. One other crit¬ 
ical vulnerability unique to 
Mac OS Java is fixed. 

The oldest vulnerability in 
the update, CVE-2009-1105, 
was first revealed in March of 
2009. It's typical of the sort of 
problem that happens in Java, 
as it allows a tmsted applet to 
mn in an earlier version of 
Java, one more likely to have 
unpatched vulnerabilities. 
Until recently updates to Java 
left the old versions in place.

Muslim anger prompts 
Pakistan to block 
Facebook 


LAHORE, Pakistan - Pak¬ 
istan's government ordered 
Internet service providers to 
block Facebook on Wednes¬ 
day amid anger over a page 
that encourages users to post 
images of Islam's Prophet 
Muhammad. 

The page on the social net¬ 
working site has generated 
criticism in Pakistan and else¬ 
where because Islam pro¬ 
hibits any images of the 
prophet. The government 
took action after a group of 
Islamic lawyers won a court 
order Wednesday requiring 
officials to block Facebook 
until May 31. 

By Wednesday evening, 
access to the site was spo¬ 
radic, apparently because In¬ 
ternet providers were 
implementing the order. 

The Facebook page at the 
center of the dispute — 
"Everybody Draw Mo¬ 
hammed Day!" — encour¬ 
ages users to post images of 
the prophet on May 20 to 
protest threats made by a rad¬ 
ical Muslim group against the 
creators of "South Park" for 
depicting Muhammad in a 
bear suit during an episode 
earlier this year. 

In the southern city of 
Karachi, about 2,000 female 
students rallied demanding 


that Facebook be banned for 
tolerating the page. Several 
dozen male students held a 
rally nearby, with some hold¬ 
ing signs urging Islamic holy 
war against those who blas¬ 
pheme the prophet. 

"We are not trying to slan¬ 
der the average Muslim," 
said the information section 
of the Facebook page, which 
was still accessible Wednes¬ 
day morning. "We simply 
want to show the extremists 
that threaten to harm people 
because of their Mohammad 
depictions that we're not 
afraid of them. That they 
can't take away our right to 
freedom of speech by trying 
to scare us into silence." 

In an attempt to respond to 
public anger over the Facebook 
controversy, the Pakistani gov¬ 
ernment ordered Internet serv¬ 
ice providers in the country to 
block the page Tuesday, said 
Khurram Ali, a spokesman for 
the Pakistan Telecommunica¬ 
tions Authority. 

But the Islamic Lawyers' 
Forum asked the Lahore 
High Court on Wednesday to 
order the government to fully 
block Facebook because it al¬ 
lowed the page to be posted 
in the first place, said the 
deputy attorney general of 
Punjab province, Naveed In-

Too 
much vitamin D is harmful — 
you can safely take 400 units 
(the recommended daily al¬ 
lowance) in a multivitamin, 
but don't take additional sup¬ 
plements without first con¬ 
sulting your doctor. 

Exercise can also be help¬ 
ful in building and maintain¬ 
ing strong bones. Walking or 
jogging, racquet sports, hik¬ 
ing, aerobic dance, stair 
climbing, and almost any 
other exercises are all benefi¬ 
cial. Note that the benefits of 
exercise last only as long as 
you maintain the program!

The “Fontein Caves” 




Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. 

One of the island’s treas¬ 
ures are the “Fontein” caves 
located in Aruba’s National 
Park, Parke Arikok. 

Aruba has a lot of caves, 
some are small others very big, 
some are under the sea others 
above the sea, in some of them 
Indian drawings were found 
while in others only a few fos¬ 


sils. Every cave has its own 
distinct uniqueness which sets 
it apart. The “Fontein” Cave 
(fountain cave) got this name 
because there is a spring water 
source in the cave. Years ago 
when there was no tap water 
the Aruban community got 
water out of the “Fontein” 
Cave. For safety they first 
boiled the water just to be sure 
the bacteria were killed. The 
area around the cave is very 
green because of the water as 
it is not only found inside the 
cave but also outside. It’s nice 
to walk in the surrounding area 
where one can see the fishes in 


the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit. Don’t forget 
your camera!

Oil tumbles below $69 
a barrel 


NEW YORK (AP) - Oil prices 
continued a three-week slide 
yesterday, as U.S. petroleum 
stockpiles grew and Europe’s 
financial troubles shook confi¬ 
dence in the world economy. 

Benchmark crude for June 
delivery dropped $1.19 to 
$68.22 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Prices had fallen as low as 
$67.90 earlier in the day, the 
cheapest price for an oil con¬ 
tract since Sept. 30. On May 3, 
a barrel of oil sold for $87.15, 
the highest price in 18 months. 

Most of the trading already 
has moved away from the June 
contract, which is set to expire 
today. The July contract fell

$1.38 to $71.32 a barrel. 

Many analysts believe that 
oil prices are destined to rise in 
the long run, but the direction 
they may take in the near term 
is unclear. Oil prices have been 
tumbling for weeks as Europe 
struggles to contain its debt 
crisis. The situation has rippled 
through equities and com¬ 
modities markets around the 
world, pushing the euro lower, 
which has in turn lifted the dol¬ 
lar. 

Oil, which is priced in dol¬ 
lars, tends to fall as the green¬ 
back rises and makes oil 
contracts tougher to buy with 
foreign money. 

Crude prices also have 
plunged as big investors take 
advantage of a huge markup 
between the June and July oil 
contracts. The July contract is 
currently worth about $3 a bar¬ 
rel more than the June con¬ 
tract, which means investors 
can make money by simply 
storing their June oil and sell¬ 
ing it a month later. 

As a result, supplies at the 
benchmark delivery point in 
Cushing, Oklahoma, have 
bulged to an all-time high. 
That forces prices even lower.

Europe’s debt 
crisis shows 
risks for U.S. 

STANFORD,California - Eu¬ 
rope’s debt crisis shows the 
risks for the United States if it 
does not get its budget deficits 
under control, former Federal 
Reserve Chairman Paul Vol- 
cker said. 

“If we need any further illus¬ 
tration of the potential threats to 
our own economy from uncon¬ 
trolled borrowing, we have only 
to look to the struggle to main¬ 
tain the common European cur¬ 
rency, to rebalance the Euro¬ 
pean econo- my, and to sustain 
political cohesion of Europe,” 
Mr. Volcker said. 

He said many well-deve¬ 
loped economies were becom¬ 
ing aware of the hazards of 
running “unprecedented levels 
of public debts” as they emerge 
from the global recession. 

The United States budget 
deficit hit $1.4 trillion in 2009, 
roughly 10 percent of the econ¬ 
omy. The White House pro¬ 
jects the deficit this year will 
reach $1.6 trillion.

Cyprus: crews stumble on 


2-millennia-old coffins

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - 
Work crews in Cyprus have ac¬ 
cidentally unearthed four rare 
clay coffins estimated to be 
some 2,000 years old, the 
country's Antiquities Depart¬ 
ment director said yesterday. 

Maria Hadjicosti said the 
coffins adorned with floral pat¬ 
terns date from the east 
Mediterranean island's Hel¬ 
lenistic to early Roman peri¬ 
ods, between 300 B.C. and 100 
A.D. 

She said the coffins were 
dug up this week from what is 
believed to be an ancient 
cemetery in the eastern coastal 
resort of Protaras. 

Hadjicosti said similar 
coffins dating from the same 
period have been discovered. 
Two such coffins are on dis¬ 
play in the capital's Archaeo¬ 
logical Museum, while three 
others remain in storage there. 
But she called the latest find 
significant because the coffins 
were untouched by grave rob¬ 
bers. 

"The undisturbed coffins 
will help us add to our know¬ 
ledge and understanding of 


that period of Cyprus history," 
Hadjicosti said. 

She said other items found 
at the site included human 
skeletal remains, glass vessels 
and terra cotta urns, indicating 
that the cemetery was in use 
over a long period of time. 

The official said the ceme¬ 
tery is one of several found 
throughout island's northeast, 
but scientists don't know 
which undiscovered settlement 
the bodies came from. 

Crews stumbled on the 
coffins — or sarcophagi — 
while working to complete a 
sidewalk at the resort. 

Excavations on Cyprus 
have uncovered settlements 
dating back to around 9000 
B.C. Cyprus then saw succes¬ 
sive waves of colonization, in¬ 
cluding Phoenicians, Myce¬ 
naean Greeks, Romans and, in 
the Middle Ages, Franks and 
Venetians. The island was con¬ 
quered by Ottoman Turks in 
1571 and became part of the 
British Empire in 1878 before 
winning independence in 
1960. 
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147 years later, Wis. Civil War soldier 
gets medal

DELAFIELD, Wisconsin 
(AP) - Seven score and seven 
years ago, a wounded Wiscon¬ 
sin soldier stood his ground on 
the Gettysburg battlefield and 
made a valiant stand before he 
was felled by a Confederate 
bullet. 

Now, thanks to the dogged 
efforts of modem-day support¬ 
ers, 1st Lt. Alonzo Cushing 
shall not have died in vain, nor 
shall his memory have per¬ 
ished from the earth. 

Descendants and some 
Civil War history buffs have 
been pushing the U.S. Army to 
award the soldier the Medal of 
Honor, the nation's highest mi¬ 
litary decoration. They'll soon 
get their wish. 

Secretary of the Army John 
McHugh has approved their 
request, leaving a few formal 
steps before the award be¬ 
comes official this summer. 
Cushing will become one of 
3,447 recipients of the medal, 
and the second from the Civil 
War honored in the last 10 
years. 

It's an honor that's 147 
years overdue, said Margaret 
Zerwekh. The 90-year-old 
woman lives on the land in De- 
lafield where Cushing was 
born, and jokes she's been 
adopted by the Cushing family 
for her efforts to see Alonzo 
recognized. 

"I was jumping up and 
down when I heard it was ap¬ 
proved," said Zerwekh, who 
walks with two canes. "I was 
terribly excited." 

Cushing died on July 3, 
1863, the last day of the three- 
day battle of Gettysburg. He 
was 22. 

The West Point graduate 
and his men of the Battery A, 
4th U.S. Artillery were defen¬ 
ding the Union position on 
Cemetery Ridge against Pick¬ 


ett's Charge, a major Confe¬ 
derate thrust that could have 
turned the tide in the war. 

Confederate Gen. Robert E. 
Lee was planning an invasion 
of the North; both sides knew 
how important this engage¬ 
ment was. 

Cushing commanded about 
110 men and six cannons. His 
small force along with rein¬ 
forcements stood their ground 
under artillery bombardment 
as nearly 13,000 Confederate 
infantrymen waited to ad¬ 
vance. 

"Clap your hands as fast as 
you can — that's as fast as the 
shells are coming in," said 
Scott Hartwig, a historian with 
the Gettysburg National Mili¬ 
tary Park in Pennsylvania. 
"They were under terrific fire." 

The bombardment lasted 
two hours. Cushing was 
wounded in the shoulder and 
groin, and his battery was left 
with two guns and no long- 
range ammunition. His stricken 
battery should have been with¬ 
drawn and replaced with re¬ 
serve forces, Hartwig said, but 
Cushing shouted that he would 
take his guns to the front lines. 

"What that means is, 'While 
I've got a man left to fight, I'll 
fight,"' Hartwig said. Within 
minutes, he was killed by a 
Confederate bullet to the head. 

Confederate soldiers ad¬ 
vanced into the Union fire, but 
finally retreated with massive 
casualties. The South never re¬ 
covered from the defeat. 

The soldier's bravery so in¬ 
spired one Civil War history 
buff that he took up Cushing's 
cause by launching a Facebook 
page titled "Give Alonzo 
Cushing the Medal of Honor." 
Phil Shapiro, a 27-year-old Air 
Force captain, said such hero¬ 
ism displayed in one of the na¬ 
tion's most pivotal battles 


deserved recognition, even at 
this late date. 

"We need to honor those 
people who got our country to 
where it is," said Shapiro, of 
Cabot, Ark. 

Zerwekh first started cam¬ 
paigning for Cushing in 1987 
by writing to Wisconsin Sen. 
William Proxmire. Proxmire 
entered comments into the 
Congressional Record, she 
said, and she assumed that was 
as far as it would go. But cur¬ 
rent Sen. Russ Feingold later 
pitched in and helped Zerwekh 
and others petition the Army. 

After a lengthy review of 
historical records, the Army 
agreed earlier this year to re¬ 
commend the medal. 

More than 1,500 soldiers 
from the Civil War have re¬ 
ceived the Medal of Honor, ac¬ 
cording to the Defense De¬ 
partment. The last honoree for 
Civil War service was Cpl. An¬ 
drew Jackson Smith of Clin¬ 
ton, Ill., who received the 
medal in 2001. 

The Cushing name is 
prominent in the southeastern 
Wisconsin town of Delafield. 
A monument to Cushing and 
two of his brothers — Naval 
Cmdr. William Cushing and 
Army 1st Lt. Howard Cushing 
— stands at Cushing Memorial 
Park, where the town holds 
most of its Memorial Day cel¬ 
ebrations. 

Shapiro, the Facebook fan, 
said he thought of Alonzo 
Cushing plenty of times last 
year as he faced a number of 
dangerous situations during a 
five-month stint in Iraq. 

"I'd think about what Cush¬ 
ing accomplished, what he was 
able to deal with at age 22," 
Shapiro said. "I thought if he 
could do that then I can cer¬ 
tainly deal with whatever I'm 
facing."

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Florida fears deepen as oil enters the Loop Current 



NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
- Oil from the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico spill has entered a strong 
ocean current that will sweep 
it towards Florida and Cuba 
in days and possibly on up 
the Atlantic coast, experts 
warned Wednesday. 

The Loop Current has 
started dragging leaking 
crude from the giant slick off 
Louisiana towards Florida's 
popular tourist beaches and 
fragile coral reefs, threaten¬ 
ing a whole new dimension 
to the unfolding environmen¬ 
tal disaster. 

Scientists laid out a worst- 
case scenario in which the 
oceanic conveyor belt would 
see the first oil wash up in 
Florida in as little as six days, 
before carrying it up the US 
east coast and even into the 
Gulf Stream. 

The potential damage to 
the region's teeming and im¬ 
portant marine life as well as 
fragile coastlines could be 
enormous, experts say. 

"The Loop Current is a 
super-highway carrying ba¬ 
bies of a wide array of fishes 
and other kinds of marine life 
from their spawning zones to 
the places where they will ul¬ 
timately grow up," Doug 


Rader, chief ocean scientist 
of the Environmental De¬ 
fense Fund,said. 

"This is the major organiz¬ 
ing aquatic structure in the 
Gulf. Everything rides the 
Loop Current." 

Nearly a month after the 
Deepwater Horizon rig ex¬ 
ploded on April 20 killing 11 
workers, British energy giant 
BP has failed to stop the leak, 
although it says it has con¬ 
tained some 40 percent of the 
oil streaming from the wreck¬ 
age. 

The European Space 
Agency said Wednesday its 
satellites showed oil being 
pulled into the powerful 


clockwise-moving current 
that joins the Gulf Stream, 
the northern hemisphere's 
most important ocean current 
system. 

"We have visible proof 
that at least oil from the sur¬ 
face of the water has reached 
the current," said Bertrand 
Chapron, a scientist at the 
French Research Institute for 
Exploitation of the Sea. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, 
the main US agency monitor¬ 
ing the spill, agreed a small 
portion of the slick had en¬ 
tered the current "in the form 
of light to very light sheens." 

But it tried to temper fears 


saying the oil may never 
reach Florida and if it does it 
"would be highly weathered" 
and evaporation and chemi¬ 
cal dispersants would have 
"significantly" reduced the 
volume. 

"Oil entrained in the Loop 
Current would require per¬ 
sistent onshore winds or an 
eddy on the edge of the Loop 
Current for it to reach the 
Florida shoreline, NOAA 
said in its statement. 

But Radar said it was "in¬ 
evitable" that the cocktail of 
oil and chemical dispersants 
would eventually make it to 
Florida, to Cuba and into the 
Atlantic and up to beaches on 
the southeastern coast of the 
United States. 

"The probability of spill- 
based oil materials being de¬ 
livered to Cuba and Florida 
and beyond is 100 percent," 
he predicted. 

Cuba's southwestern coast 
is home to one of the world's 
great coral and mangrove 
systems and to a nursery area 
that supports not just Cuban 
seafood, but also much of the 
rest of the western Caribbean. 

US officials said they have 
been keeping Havana up to 
date about the spill, and 


working level discussions 
took place Wednesday with 
Cuba's communist govern¬ 
ment even though the two 
countries do not have official 
ties. 

"We provided background 
related to the cause of the 
spill, stressed that stopping 
the oil leak is our top priority, 
and explained the projected 
movement of the spill," US 
State Department spokesman 
Gordon Duguid said. 

BP is continuing its efforts 
to siphon up as much of the 
oil as possible via a mile-long 
suction tube said to sucking 
up some 2,000 barrels of 
crude a day spouting from the 
fractured rig pipe. 

BP estimates that some 
5,000 barrels, or 210,000 gal¬ 
lons, of crude is spewing 
each day from the wreckage 
of the Deepwater Horizon 
rig, although independent ex¬ 
perts warn the flow rate could 
be 10 times higher. 

The British energy giant is 
preparing in the next week or 
so for a so-called "top kill" in 
which heavy drilling fluids 
are injected into the well to 
stem the oil flow, followed by 
a cement operation to seal it 
up permanently.
